IN AN OLD RUSSIAN FORT.

HOW THE MUSCOVITE FORTIFIED
IN ALASKA.

At Present a Military Post in Name
Only—Mode of Defense—Unrios
for Salo by Natives

Names of places in this Territory which
have military desigasations, siys a letter
from Sitks, Alasks, to the New York
Times, may inspire a sonse of security to
outsiders unnequainted with the country.
For instance, upon hesring of Fort
Wrangell oue would naturally conclude
thut such a post would furnich smple
secusity for a reasonable seope of coan-
try. Yot the noarest troops are at Port
Townsend, nearly one thousand miles
distant by water, if we oxcept a small
company of marines st Bitka. Ford
Wrangell is a military post only in nnme.
It 14 about 150 miles southenst of Hitkm
by the waters of the inlets, but by the
bismonthly stepmers in o norihesst conrse
its distance is more than five hundred
miles.

It is one of the old Russinn settlements,
and way ono of their most prosperous
trading posts. Tho main part of the vil-
lage is on & modernte slope, with a lofty
chain of mountains close beliind, There
are not more thao five hundred inhabit-
uble ncres there, and vpon them was
crowded all there over was of Wirnngeoll
in its most prosperous deys, Un the
north side of the village is o higher

knoll, nnd on this stund the old de
fences of Fort Wrangoll. A Thigh
wooden palisade or ftockade sur-

rounded the ares set npart for mili-
ary purposes: the blockado Is gone, but
tho buildings all remaln in a fair state of
preservation.  The fort proper where
waere the offlcers’ quarters and  the bar

racks for the men stands ou the north
side of the quadrvgle, and is a solid
log building bowrded over aud muda im-
swenotrable to bullets.  The Gevernment
ionse stands on the west alde of the
square, is built of the sume muterinl, and
s now oeeupicd by United States Coms
miksioner Sheakley, wlio was o wember

sylvania, pod by the Deputy Collocror of
the Port, o Mr. Plemming from Wiscon-
gin. This building on the cast eide is
adapted for defensive purposes, (n the
enst side of tho gquadrangle is a large
log nud  boarded .huildln_l_,-; which was
used in the old Russian days fsn storo.
house, and ita outer front was udapted to
protective anl defensive purposes. At
the southeast cornerof this square stauds
the most peculine structwio of all, sud one
more suggestive of the necessitios of de-
fense thunall thorest Itistho block house
or bastion, and upon its safety and se-
curity depended thesalety and security
of theentire post. 1t is dolidly builtof
logs, and 18 about twelve fect square at
the ground. It rises in these dimensions
to abont twelve fest, the height of the
palispies, whereis o second story of
wider dimensions, extending entirully
over the mangin of the first, Ity walls
are not paraliel with those of the firs,
but it is placed dingonplly neross the
first, so that it corners do not conform
to the corners of the first,  In thus belog
wifler than the first story, and extending
over it on all sides, riflemen could de-
fend it, not ouly by asiming outward,
but dowaward on the outside of the
inlisndes, Such defenses werd common
in Pennsylvania, New York, aod Chlio
100 yearsago, but they are now only li's.
toric memories, while the Russian bjock-
house ut Fort Wrangell stlll exista nsa
memunte of their occupation, sod ls
rapidly going to min,

There are only & fow Tlussinns loft at
Wrangell, not more thau a dozen of pute
bloods. There are quite o nwmber of the
mixed mce, Indian and JRussinpn, still
there, but the bulk of the denizens of
the place are natives. These relics of
Russinn peasantry and the half-breeds
ate, as a rule, more worthiess thin the
nutive or Indinn, The houses of the old
Russian settloment aro rapidly disap-
pouring from luck of care and through
the wet climuate, whichi is destructive of
timber, About 500 Indiaus have their
Winter home there. During the ean-
ning season they go out & lony distance
up the inlets and take salmon aud other
fish for tho conneries. When that sea-
son is gver thuy return to Wrangell,
spending the Winter wonths in hunting
the mule deer, sometimes attacking the
great brown bear of the ad loinlng moun-
wios, but giving over most ol thulr
lelsure time to gambling. There are
twelve or fifieen Americans inthe vil-
lage, some in public employment, some in
miisslon work teaclhing the Indisns, some
in saloon Kkeeping, osnd the rest in
tradors’ stores Thiis i thoe eecond point
